pended thereon would have been useless in effecting a com-
munioation between these points, but for the enterprise and
liberality of Mr. Bice in finishing the same as aforesaid, for
winter use.

That the Road so made now affords a ready means of tran-
sit between Lake Superior and the Mississippi River, with
teams as in winter ana oa horseback in summer, and is, and
always mast be, used by the Government as a mail, route
and for military purposes.

It is but just, therefore, that Government should com-
pensate Mr. foce for the labor and expense incurred by him
in tons perfecting this important national work.

Your Memorialists further respectfully represent that the
length of tiie road so made, IB thirty-six miles, and that a jnst
compensation therefor, and the amount paid by the Govern-
ment for similar work, is one hundred dollars per mile.

Your Memorialists therefore respectfully ask that an ap-
propriation of three thousand six hundred dollars may be
mode, to pay for the services and work specified.
